Two Democrats are running in a primary for the nomination to challenge 
Murkowski: former state senator Willie Hensley, who ran for Lt Governor in 1990, and attorney and 
columnist Tony Smith. President Bush hosted a fundmiser for Murkowski in member.  

The Democrats have yet to come up with a credible challenger to Senator John McCain, whose job 
approval ratings continue Lo rise. Two independent polls out in January both show his re-elect at about 
53 percent. Two unknown D&nocnrs. Attorney Walter Mybec!c and Air Force General Truman 
Spangrud are running in 3 prim-. ,Mybeck should have a hard h e  raising money, having recendy 
switched to the Democntic parry. where he is a poiitical unknown. Spangmd does not have m y  political 
experience. and an Arizona Daily Star coiumnist wrote h t  “....Spangrud lacks charisma, some 
Democr;us say...” Although his supporters proudly state lhat he has maintained a residence in Arizona 
throughout his military career, until recently he was a resident of Washington, D.C. aiter his retirement 
h o r n  the Pentagon.

B u m p s  is often viewed as a conmarive Democrai his voring record is more liberal rhan m y  
norheastern Democrats. His lack of significant legislative accomplishments, when combined with the 
anti-incumbent mood and a strong challenge, could make him vulnerable. 
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California wiU see contests for two Senate sats  this y w .  Appointed Senator John Seymour will run for 
election against either Dianne Feinstein or Controller Gray Davis. Although both hold l ads  in the polls 
over Seymour, that is seen largely as a result of their current name identification advantage. As Seymour 
increxes his name idenuftcation throughout the state. the numbers will close. Seymour's fundmising has 
been strong. Feinsreln maintains a high negative rating horn her race for Governor against Pee Wilson. 
Seymour is M n g  a campaign as a reformer of Conpss ,  a strong theme suitable to the anti-incumbent 
mood of the counay. 

Three Republicans are running for California's open sese Congressman Tom Campbell. tcievision 
commentator Bruce Hershensohn, and Palm Springs mayor Sonny Bono. Thpee hmacrats  are vying for 
the nomination: Lieutenant Governor Leo McCanhy, Congressman Barbara Boxer and Conpssman Me1 
Levine. The primary is June 2,1992. 

The National Republicm Senatorial Commiuee is commiaed to spending nearly $5 million to *;i both 
seats. a spending commitment the Cemocrars do not have. 

COLORADO: 
Five candidates are vying for the oppomity to take on Senator Tim Winh, whose election to the Senate 
by only 50 percent of rhe vote makes him particularly vulnerable. A June. 1991 poll showed W i s  re- 
elect at 31 percent, wirh 36 percent of the respondents outing for someone new. Winh's vote for the 1991 
payraise. and against h e  Strategic Defense Iniriative and the Persian Gulf War resojution, further the 
perception that he is an out-of-touch liberai. 

The strong field of Republican mdidates make Winh parucularly vulnerable. Slate senator and 
businessman Teny Considine entered the race, and the Rocky Mountain News editorialized "With state 
senator Terry Considine's announcement that he will seek the Republican nomination ..., we m bound to 
enjoy one of the most spirited, intelligent. and closely fought contests in years..." Republicans Sam 
-em. former Ambassador and former slate senator. srate representauve Ken Chlouber, former state 
senator John Donley, and businessman Doug Fain are running. 

CONNECTICUT: 
Chris Bumham, investment banker, state representauve and Persm Gulf vet. and Bob Jaekle, who ran in 
1990 for Lieutenant Governor after serving x state House Minority Leader, will be put beforr: 
Republican convention delegates in July for the opportunity to run against vulnerable Senator Chris 
Dodd. Dodd. whds  re-elect percenrage stood at 60 percent the last time he ran, now 'has a re-elect of 41 
percent. according to a survey condoczd by the Hartford Courant and the University of Connecncor 
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Former Conqssman Bill Grant is set to take on first-term Senator Bob Gmham. The delegales to the 
recent annual Republican State-Meeting in Orlando in January enthusiasxically showed their suppo~ for 
Grant's candidacy. Recent surveys rev& that the state has become even more Repubiican in recent 
years, with a ten percent Republican edge in party preference. With a boost tiom the Presidential race, 
(Bush won by almost one million votes in 1988, more tllan any other state), a career politician like 
Graham will face a competitive challenge from Grant 

Senator Wyche Fowler is among the most vulnerable Senators running for re-election this year. He won 
election to the seat with 51 percent of the vote, and a November 16-19, 1991 poll by the Atlanta Journal 
Constitution and WSB-TV showed that only 38 percent of the voters would re-elect Fowler, with 36 
percent saying they would consider others.
